N THE Colosseum in Rome 
where many hundreds of early 
Christians were crunched by wild 
beasts under the sanction of an 
ancient Roman government, Rome's 
present-day government recently re- 
placed a huge wooden cross commemo- 
rating the martyrs. The cross, orig- 
Inally placed by Pope Benedict AILV 
in 1749, had been absent since 1862. 
This great amphitheater, shown {pn in- 


numerable pictures, is probably the 


most familiar ruin in the world. 

The Colosseum is a monument to a 
highly civilized people’s brutality—a 
depth of brutality that is hardly con- 
celvable from the point of view of the 
Twentieth century, The huge & 
ture was built deliberately to furnish 
the best facilities for three classes of 
spectacles: fights to the death be- 
tween armed men, fights between wiid 
beasts, and fights between men and 
beasts. 

Gladlatorial combats had developed 
from custotis of primitive Roman days 
when on the death of a man of note, 
all his slaves were slaughtered as hu- 
man sacrifices during the funeral rites, 
It was really a step forward In a 
way, though a feeble one, when it was 
decided toe have the slaves fight so 
that only half would be killed. These 
slave combats came to be staged in 
the forums and were viewed by the 
populace .from temporary wooden 
seats, 

As the lust for this sort of spec- 
tacle grew, the professional gladiators 
came into being. Their combats were 
moved to the circuses, the long, 
straight-sided courses, lined = with 
seats, where chartot races were held. 
These had been in existence in Rome 
since several centuries before Chri8t. 
With the spread of Roman arms in 
the Kast came the importation of wild 
beasts, and the first fights in which 
these animals were used were also 
staged In the circuses. But these 
long, harrow enclosures were not well 
fitted to such spectacles, and so the 
amphitheater, an entirely closed circuit 
of seats: around: a relatively small 
level space, was Invented expressly 
for them. Ranged on their steep tiers 
of sents, a great multitude of eager 
spectators could watch these bloody 
combats Im all their intimate details. 

Began by Vespasian. 

The first permanent amphitheater 
was built in 29 B. C., In the reign of 
Augustus, of sfone and wood. In 57 
A. D., Nero built a wooden one which 
burned a decade or so later. In 72 
A.TD., Vespasian began the greatest 
of ampitheaters, which the world his 
come to call “the Colosseum.’“ No 
short cuts were tuken as in the bulld- 
ing of many other ampitheaters, where 
mounds of earth are thrown up and 
faced with stone or concrete. The 
vast Colosseum was built from = the 
ground up, and far below ground, out 
of masonry. Few single structures, 
until the day of the super-skyscraper 
of America, have contained as great 
a cubic volume of stone and brick and 
concrete as this elipti¢al grandstand 
of old Rome, bullt for the spectacular 
slaughtering of man and beast. 

Begun by Vespasian, work on the 
structure was continued under his soh, 
Titus. It was the latter who sacked 
Jerusalem. Twelve thousand of the 


amany Jews captured at that time were 


set to work to complete the great 
building. With its dedication in 80 
began one of the goriest chapters in 
the story of Roman amusements. The 
celebration of its opening lasted 100 
days. Thousands of wild animals and 
hundreds of men were slaughtered to 
make this gigantic “Roman holiday.” 

The Colosseum is not quite so large 
fim area covered as the modern foot- 
ball amphitheater. The eliptical arena 
(named from the sand that was 
spread on its surface to absorb the 
blood of its victims) {is in round num- 
bers 280 feet long and 180 feet 
across; while the rectangular playing 
space of a football! field Is 300 by 
260 feet. To enclose such a playing 
field, allowing a margin outside the 
gridiron, a football amphitheater must 
be 850 feet or more long and about 
250 feet wide, inside dimensions. 

Its Wallis, Arches and Seats. 

In most modern athletic amphithea- 

terg the seats rise on a relatively gen- 


tle slope and the highest are seldom 
over 50 feet above the field. In the 


Colosseum the slope was steep—aP | 


proximately 45 degrees- und the out- 
side wall of the structure towers 160 
feet above the ground, or approxi- 
mately to the height of a 15 or 16- 
story office building. The outer wall 
was built of great blocks of stone, 
while the Interior was mostly of brick 
and concrete. The outer wall was 
made up largely of arches in three 
tiers, one above the other, and extend- 
lirg side by side entirely around the 
building. The arches on the ground 
level were numbered, and through 
them the Roman popuiace poured on 
the way to the spectacles. 

The choice seats were those closest 
to the arena. From them one could 
leaii over to tease the tawny lions 
who could leap almost, but never 
quite, to the top of the protecting 
wall; and from them one could almost 
feel the alr of swishing swords hack- 
ing at the heads of the gladiators. In 
these preferred positions sat the em- 
peror on a slightly ralsed dais, and 
below and to the sides, senators, lead- 
ing patriclans and the Vestal virgins, 
the young priestesses of the Temple 
of Vesta, who were so carefully nur- 
tured and guarded by Rome. Many 
a time the thumbs of these young 
women gave the final signal which 
determined the death of a wounded 
gladiator. 

Next above the senators sat puairi- 
clans and other citizens in a dwindling 
scale of importance. All but the top- 
most seats were numbered and _ tick- 
ets were provided. For places in the 
unnumbered section the less fortunate 
had to wait in Hne, sometimes all 
night, as is the case of world-series 
fans in America today. 

Grim and ghastly as the purpose of 
the Ftavian amphitheater was, ft was 
in no sense crude. It was a marvel of 
solid construction adimirably fitted to 
the uses to which It was to be put. 
Beneath the arena in chambers and 
passages were concealed ingenious 
mechanisms by means of which sec- 
tions of the floor could be ratsed or 
lowered, popping animals or men un- 
expectedly into view or removing them 
as quickly. Also the 
could be flooded for naval combuts. 

Fortress In the Middle Ages. 


For néarly four and a half centuries 
the Flavian amphitheater played its 
bloody role {In Roman affairs. It was 
not without mishaps that might have 
put it In ruins much sooner had not 
Rome still been # going civilization, 
It was twice struck by Hghtning in 
the Second century and twice tnjured 
by earthquakes tn the Third; but each 
time it was restored, and the leng ser- 
les of deaths In fts arena grew even 
greater. ( 

After Rome's fall, fe the turbulent 
Middle uges, the old amphitheater, then 
the Colosseum, was used as a fortress 
by one of the family factions of Rome, 
the Frangipanis. In these times, too, 
it was robbed of the Iron clamps of 
the outer wall which held the stone 
blocks together. The outer walls that 
stund today are deeply pitted because 
of these depredations. In 1349 an 
earthquuke shook down a large part 
of the weakened outer structure. 
There was no power able or Interested 
to restore it, and the ruin of the build- 
ing then definitely set in. 


For a long time after this the 
Colosseum was a quarry. Thousands 
of tons of travertine, marble, and 


other materials were dug out of the 
fallen pile or stripped from the por 
tion still standing, and carried off for 
use in building many of the palaces 
and churches of Renaissance Rome. 
So active were the vandals that the 
Colosseum might have been entirely 
destroyed but for Pope Benedict XIV, 
who, in 1749, protected it by conse- 
erating it to “the Passion of Christ” 
and raising in it a great wooden 
cross in memory of the sufferings there 
of the martyrs. From time to time 
in modern days steps have been taken 
to save the amphitheater from further 
injury. : 

Only a little more than half of the 
original structure now stands, consid- 
ering the entire cubic contents of the 
masonry. But most of those who have 
viewed it feel that the part is wuch 
more majestic than the whole,

| YIELDS PER ACRE 
GAIN FOR 40 YEARS 


Northwest Especially Shows 
Crop Increase. 


Washington.—Increased production 
of the important food and feed crops 
during the last 40 years is due in a 
considerable measure to the increase 
in yield per acre, according to B. O. 
Weitz, agricultural economist of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, ~ 

This acre-yield increase has been 
most notable in the long-settled north- 
western section of the United States, 
where some of the land has been sup- 
posed by many to be wearing out. 

Since the population is. growing 
steadily and most of the gdod land 
suitable for cultivation has already 
been taken, up, the problem of soil 
| productivity and fertility in relation 
to the future food supply will become 


land utilization. 

The future trend of acre yields can 
best be estimated on the basis of pust 
performances, says Mr. Weitz. Since 
1883 the average yield per acre of 
corn in the United States has in- 
creased about 18 per cent, and pota 
toes about 40 per cent. 

During this 40-year period the com- 
bined acreage of corn, wheat, oats and 
potatoes has been expanded about 52 
per cent, whereas the total produc- 
tion of these crops has increased 77 
per cent. 

It seems safe to assume that de- 
velopments in the coming years with 
regard to acre yields will depend us 
in the past to a great extent on the 
prices of agricultural products, 


Archeological Finds 
Tend to Prove Bible 


Berkeley, Calif.— In discovering 
what is believed to be ruins of the 
famous old Bibical city of Mizpah in 
Palestine, William Frederic Bade, 
Berkeley scientist and professor of re- 
ligion, has unearthed substantial veri- 
fication of the history of the Old Tes- 
tament, believes Dr. Herman frank 
Swartz, president of the Pacific School 
of Religion. 

Professor Bade, who ts on leave of 
absence from the Berkeley religious 
institution, has “uncovered things of 
much greater historical interest than 
the skull of the ‘bobbed-hair Venus, ” 
said Doctor Swartz, In disclosing that 
numerous bexes of prehistoric relics 
have been feceived from the excava- 
tor. 

“His findings at TebkEl-Nasbeh (The 
Hill, Nasbeth) served to confirm, ex- 
cept as to details, which, of course, 
would he perishable, the Biblical ac- 
counts ef the history fn the Old Tes- 
tament.” 


Ex-Kaiser’s Chef Was 
Wilhelm II’s Prisoner 


Paris.—He cooked for the ex-kaiser 
after having been a prisoner of Wil- 
helm II’s grandfather—and the ex- 
Kaiser liked it. That is the record of 
G. A. Escoffier, dean of French chefs, 
still spry at eighty,seven. 

“I have sent at least 200 cooks to 
America in 20 years,” he recalls. 
“Most of them I trained outside of 
France, at the Savoy and Carlton in 
London, or aboard the Hamburg- 
American liners. But they were all 
Frenchmen and trained in the French 
tradition of cookery—naturally the 
best in the world, 

“It was aboard the liner Berenga- 
ria, then the Imperator, that I first 
met the former emperor. They hesi- 
tated to hire me because I had been 
captured In the war of 1870 and had 
been treated—well, as prisoners are 
likely to be. However, TI soon -reas- 
sured his majesty that I had no in- 
tention of polsoning him.”

RECOUNTS THRILLS 
IN HUNTING MOROS 


Hero of Native Police Tells 


of Battle With Outlaws. 


Washlngton.—For those who tiust 
have thrills, the beart of Mindanao, 
a southern island of the Philippines, 
is recommended. 

There, says Lieut. Calixto Duque of 
the native constabulary, the hunting 
ef Moro outlaws could provide enough 
excitement to satisfy almost anybody's 
craving for adventure. 


Duque himseif faced the poisoned 


spears, the arrows, mMmantraps and 
razor-edged. knives of the outlaws 
with such courage that he was re- 
warded with a year’s visit in the 
United States to study military tac- 
tics at Fort Benning, Ga... He has just 
completed the course and is on the 
way back to the Philippines. 

Tells of Expedition. 

Telling of his experiences In Min- 
danao, he recalled an expedition 
against a band of 150 Moros accused 
of killing a constabulary officer, a 
sergeant, three privates and a civil- 
fan, whom scouts:had found fortified 
on a hill rising from a plain and 
backed by a wall of mountains. 

He set out with his company before 
sunup, carrying a long staff with 
which he probed the ground before 
him to avoid stumbling into a fnan- 
trap. “To fall into such a trap would 
mean death on the poisoned heads of 
implanted spears. 

When the party approached the 
Moro stronghold they saw an earthen 
wall on the hillcrest and a wide, dry 
moat at its base. Volunteers to Bcale 
the wall were called for and the offi- 
cers, exercising their privilege under 
the constabulury code, crept toward 
the wall. 

The Moros opened fire, but the con- 
stabulary replied in kind, silencing 
the outlaws’ guns. When the latter 
ceased firing the officers made a rush 
for the wall and Duque leaped across 
the moat and clambered up the tangle 
of bamboo and creepers which formed 
its outer side. 

Abandon Women and Children. 

Reaching the top of the wall, he 
emptied the three cartridges of his 
sawed-off repeating shotgun into the 
inclosure. Abandoning the women 
and chikiren they had with them, tlfe 
outlaws dashed Into a dugout, from 
which some escaped through an un- 
dérground passage. : 

For a moment the twenty-four-year- 
old lieutenant seemed to be an undis- 
puted conqueror. But only for a mo- 
ment. A half-naked Moro arose like 
a shadow near him, spear poised, 
‘its deadly tip glistening in the hot 
‘sun. Duque’s comrades opened tire, 
but the Moro appeared {mmune to 
their bullets and the conqueror raised 
the stock of his empty gun to parry 
the spear thrust. 

It wasn't necessury to swing the 
gun, however, for a bullet which had 
been sapping the life of the outlaw 
suddenly proved too much for him 
and he pitched headforemost into 
the redoubt. 


Evelyn, 220 Years Ago, 
Had Recipe for Salad 


London.—Salad was “sallet” when 
first it entered English homes more 
than two centuries ago. But it really 
wasn't much different from salads of 
today, although cooks of various lands 
prefer their own preparations, 

John Evelyn laid down the law of 
the salad exactly 220 years ago. An 
excerpt from the records of. this fa- 
mous diarist reads: 

“Sallett is a particular combination 
of certain crude and fresh herbs, such 
as usually are. or may be, safely eaten 
with acetous juice, oyl, salt, ete. to 
give them a grateful gust and vehicle.” 

Before Evelyn's time British cooks 
generaliy boiled their salad herbs. 
Evelyn drew sharp distinction between 
herbs which should be cooked and 
those which should be eaten raw. He 
insisted that “sallet’ should be mixed 
with all the skill that a composer ex- 
erts In writing a symphony. 


Trout Lean Toward 


“Delicacies” for “Table” 


Washington.—“Feeding the fishes” 
{is not such a simple matter. The 
dietetic requirements of a trout suit- 
able for the dinner table and to lure 
the sportsman are decidedly special- 
ized. Experiments carried on by the 
United States bureau of fisheries show 
that beef liver, beef heart, and sheep 
liver will do nicely for spring plant- 
ing with steelhead, rainbow and brook 
trout, but when trout are to be reared 
to a larger size beef liver is what will 
produce the biggest and best trout. 

Something new on the menu may 
result from experiments with three 
new fish foods—soy-bean oil meal, a 
dried shrimp product. and a fresh- 
water mussel meat. In the future the 
fresh meat diet may be expanded to 
Include these foods as substitutes for 
@ part of the meat,

‘SHIP BELL TOLLS 
IN IDAHO STEEPLE 


Once Part of Equipment of 
the Argonaut. 


Vernal, Utah.—A bell of olden days, 
once part of the equipment of the Ar; 
gonaut, a ship that sailed the Seven 
Seas and finally ended its career in a 
Pacific coast “boneyard,” now sum- 
mons to worship the parishioners of 
St. John’s Lutheran church in Ameri- 
can Falls, Idaho. In the early seven- 
ties the Argonaut came to the Pacific 
ocean, making the trip around the 
Horn, and engaging in freight and 
passenger traffic in the waters of the 
North Pacitic. More modernly 
equipped steamers appeared and the 
Argonaut was relegated to coastwise 
trade. 

In 1880 Ludwig Adolf, father of

The 
plains come in colors to match the 
predominating shade in the design. It 
will require about seven yards with 
three yards for trim. 

The ‘lazy pad.” as it is called, 
sketched just under the dresser, is for 
the beach, yachting, lawn or picnic, 
where one may like to take a siesta in 
the open. li is slinply made from two 
strips of gingham of the width re- 
quired. All ginghams come in 32-inch 
widths. 

To make the tablecloth will require 
one yard and a quarter of the designed 
gingham and three-fourths of a yard 
of the plain for a five-inch border. 
The cloth will be about forty-one 
inches when finished. Each napkin 
requires one-fourth of a yard of de- 
signed material and an eighth of a 
yard of the plain. 

The lamp shades are made from 
parchment with designed gingham 
Dasted on with rubber cement. Rub- 


ber cement is better than glue, as ft 
is not se apt to come through, and 
will permit: the gingham to peel off 
easily in case of a mistake. The light 
shining through the parchment and 
gingham is beautifully softened and 
very effective. For a large lamp 
shade of about sixteen inches in depth 
{t will require two and a quarter yards 
of gingham and a yard and a quarter 
of parchment. The strip of parch- 
ment and gingham when ready to plait 
ls four and a half yards tong. a 

The slip cover for the winged chair 
is a more difficult proposition. Still 
there are any number of women who 
make thelr own slip covers without 
the ald of an uphoisterer. It is simply 


a matter of fitting the chalr. Some 
women pin paper to the chalr and 
then cover a pattern for the gingham. 
For the chair shown, which fs a fair- 
sized wing chair, it required nine 
yurds of gingham.

NEWS BRIEFS 


Tangible proof of the growing de- 
sire of citizens of California to make 
up for lost opportunities for educa- 
tion, is now offered by the University 
of California which has found it neces- 
sary to purchase a four story building 
in San Francisco at a cost of $147,000, 
plus $50,000 in alterations, to accomo- 
date those people who wish toe take 
extension work. The extension divi- 
sion of the University offers practi- 
cally every subject taught on the main 
campuses either by special classes 
throughout the State, or by corres- 
pondence. Including lectures and vis- 
ual programs far in excess of 1,000,- 
000 people are reached each year. 

Evidence believed to indicate that 
high-graders have been operating in 
the workings of thé original Sixteen 
to One gold mine at Alleghany, Sierra 
county,. has caused an investigation 
to be undertaken by officials of the 
State Mining Bureau. Just how much 
ore has been stolen is in doubt, but 
H. J. Langdon, executive superinten- 
dent of the mine said that the }oss, 
if any was established, would not be 
more than $3000. 

Ten dollars was paid for the last 
reminders of Bidwell Bar of the early 
50s, scene of the first gold strike in 
Butte County. For this sum, B. L. 
McCoy, clerk of the Butte County su- 
}.-visors, purchased an acre of ground 
at the historic site at a delinquent 
tax sale conducted by the county tax 
collector. The property includes the 
historic home of Isaac Reeves Kec- 
ham, the Mother Orange tree and the 
monument erected and dedicated to 
the pioneers of California by the Na- 
tive Sons and Daughters last fall. 

Cancellation of the diving act at a 
Venice pier resort, following the 
drowning of the horse Lightning, was 
announced following a conference be- 
tween the owners of the act and Ocean 
Park Amusement Association. Light- 
ning, after diving forty feet from a 
platform, swam out to sea instead of 
ahoreward and when expert swim- 
mers finally headed the floundéring 
animal ashore, it expired on _ the 
beach. Leona Carver, owner and 
rider im many leaps into the water, 
fainted when the pulmotor failed to re- 
vive her pet. Lightning ‘was said to 
be valued at $20,000. Only a few 
hours prior to the equine tragedy 
Municipal Judge Wilson of Los Ange- 
les had ruled that pier promoters and 
the show owners had not been guilty 
of cruelty to animals in compelling the 
horse to dive, as charged by humane 
society officers. 

The services of fourteen submarines 
and attending vessels have just been 
offered to the University of California 
by Captain Ridley McLean, command- 
ing officer in charge of the Submar- 
ine Divisions of the United States 
Navy, for the purpose of making stu- 
dies of the surface temperatures of the 
Pacific Ocean between California and 
Hawaii. The figures will be used in 
a search for some method of seasonal 
rainfall forecast by Dr. G. F. McEwen. 

The value of gold, silver, copper, 
lead zinc produced at the mines in 
California in 1926 was $20,050,801, a 
decrease of. $3,233,553, or 14 per cent, 
as compared with the value of these 
metals produced in 1925, according to 
statistics compiled by J. M. Hill of the 
bureau of mines. There were de- 
creased yields of 9 per cent in gold, 
40 per cent in the value of silver and 
30 per cent in the value of copper, but 
increases of 13 per cent in the value 
of lead and 76 per cent in the value of 
zinc produced, as compared with the 
values of these metals’ in 1925. 

The order for the second ship for 
the Panama Pacific Line service has 
just been placed. The new steamer 
will Be 30,000 tons displacement, and 
identical in every respect with the 
company’s new steamer “California,” 
which will be launched in October. 
With this new tonnage the Panama 
Pacific Line will have the two largest 
ships ever built under the American 
flag, with a contract speed of 18 knots 
per hour, they will cut two days from 
the present length of the voyage be- 
tween New York and California ports. 
Each steamer will have capacity of 
800 passengers and 8,000 tons of 
freight. Special attention was given 
in their design for refrigerated cargo, 
and each ship will have 100,000 cubic 
feet of space available for shipment 
of fruits and other perishable com- 
modities. 

Two of the oldest United States 
land offices in California were closed 
last week, those at San Francisco 
and Visalia, and their activities trans- 
ferred to Sacramento. Nearly all the 
valuable public lands in the Visalia 
and San Francisco districts having 
been taken up by homesteaders, the 
Government decided these two offices 
are no longer necessary. With the 
exception of a land office at Los An- 
geles—which, it is expected, will be 
closed next’ year—only one of the 
dozen that once existed in California 
remains. That is at Sacramento. 


A veritable hornet’s nest of planes 
was unloosed on the air above Santa 
Ana when the first international peace 
aviation jubiles got under way July 2 
with some three;score of the latest in 
Man-nrade aerial wasps in action. 

“Employes” of the San Quentin jute 
mill may find themselves without jobs 
if the Federal Government persuades 
farmers to handle their grain in bulk, 
instead of in bags. The Department 
of Agriculture has established in San 
Francisco a laboratory to demonstrate 
that. elevators are much cheaper and 
better than jute sacks for handling 
grain. : 


Because of the rapid growth of 
Marin Junior College at Kentfield, 
Marin County, anc che greatly in- 
ereased enrollment indicaied by appli- 
cation for entry at the fall term, the 
directors have found it necessary to 
construct a new building. Bids have 
been called for a one-story frame, 


laboratories and a library. 

California, supporting 5,000,000 peo- 
ple at the present time, should have 
15,000,000 within her boundaries. This 
is the opinion of Stephen Barnson, 
state real estate commissioner, as 
expressed in a letter read before a 
board of directors’ meeting of the 
California Real Estate Association re- 
cently. To secure the additional pop- 
ulation Barnson advocated that the 
State of California set aside a sum of 
money for a nation-wide advertising 
campaign and create a state bureau 
of information to collect ‘and classify 
all the resourees of the state, point- 
ing out opportunities in every line of 
endeavor. : 

City-owned water systems in the 152 
California municipalities where they 
were maintained last year returned 
a total revenue of $16,595,262.41, 
against total ordinary expenses of $8,- 
781,026.92. From the sale of water 
only the Cities realized $14,658,919 84. 
All but one of the twenty-two city- 
owned electrical systems returned 
handsome profits. The city showing 
a loss was Biggs, where the receipts 
were only $5,399.25 and the expenses 
$5,672.39. Considered as a whole, the 
plants returned $15,104,957, against 
expenses totaling $7,842,128. These 
receipts included $13,018,093 for the 
sale of light and power. 

The orange belt city of Santa Ana 
scored a new marriage license record 
during June in its bid for the honor 
of being Southern California's Gretna 
Green. The figures were 635, com- 
pared with 522 for June last year. 

Registration figures for summer 
Session at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley, reached a total of 
4894 at the close of the fifth day, Re- 
corder James Sutton reports. This 
figure is 3.4 per cent larger than the 
total for the corresponding day in 
1926. but is slightly smaller than-the 
equivalent figure in 1925. It is ex- 
pected that at least as many students 
will register this year as did last year 
when a total ef 4976 was reachéd. 

Substantial gains in the assessment 
rolis of both the city and county of 
acramento are shown in reports filed 
with the City Council and the Super- 
visors, respectively. 
assessed valuation for the county ig 
set at $164,289,520, this figure being 
more than $13,000,000 over the 1926 
total. That Sacramento has $26,860 
is also shown. For the city of Sacra- 
mento, the assessed valuation is $103,- 
673,360, which amount is $4,000,000 in 
excess of last year’s total. 

During the first three months of 
192% commercial fishermen operating 
in the inland waters and off the coast 
of California in the Pacific ‘Ocean 
caught and marketed 159,390,739 
pounds of fish, according to the quar- 
terly report compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Commercial Fisheries of the 
State Fish and Game Commission. The 
greatest volume of fish caught was 
147,840,632 pounds of sardines taken 
during this three-month period. Run- 
ning next comes rock cod, which to- 
tals 2,401,811 pounds, and next is sole, 
which totals 2,225,476 pounds. 

Condemnation of Gov. Young’s ac- 
tion in pardoning Charlotte Anita 
Whitney who was convicted of viola- 
18 | of the California Criminal Syn- 
licalism Act was expressed in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Glendale Post of 
the American Legion. The post also 
resolved to instruct its delegates to

California’s 400 National Guard offi-
